"I wnnted'to find, a way to make 
up my mind so I applied for a sum- 
mer Job at the Goodwill Industries 
In Indianapolis. Dr. Lytic (Howard 
O: Lytic, executive director) said he 
didn't have anything at the moment 
except as a substitute teacher for a 
wsek-at-tho-klndcrRnrtcnr 8o,-forn 
week, I' poured milk for the pre- 
school children.** 

Tho week has stretched Into 33 
years and Mrs. Foster sUll la with 
Ooodwlll. but no longer pouring 
milk. Her title Is penunnel director. 
Each day she consults with Jobless, 
physically handicapped persons who 
have turned to the unusual omnnl- 
zatlon tor Jobs after -being rejected 
by other potential employers. 
— ::i:vo- n e ver-bccn-somr-l -stJiycOr* 
Mrs. Foster explained, ns she tnlked 
about other people's problems. "I 
hnve everythlnit with this." 

Sometimes she 'conducts chapel 
services which start the day .nt 
a ood will's -factory." Often ohe 
needs her social service training. 
Even as she talked, an emergency 
arose. A new employe had been ar- 
rested for a theft committed while 
he was Intoxicated. If Ooodwlll 
would take him back, the Jail sen- 
tence would be suspended. 

In Indianapolis, Goodwill averages 
about SCfe employes. The aim Is to 
train as many as possible for Jobs 
In regular commerce, and Industry, 
Castoff clothing, furniture and 
other materials donated by tho pub- 
lic are Utelr work providers. Good' 
will Industries, now GO years, olc 
nationally, has stores and factories 
In most major American cities and 
several torelRn ones. 

The ailments which Jobless per- 
ions bring to Goodwill are many 
and Miss Faster and her associates 
must consider each Individually.

Cur- 
rently the Indianapolis Goodwill Is 
site of nn experiment In the effect 
nr wnrlr nn tho emnHnn r H ly-dls- 
turbcd; 

Mrs, Foster said tho proRmm, fi- 
nanced by a national gmnt, "Is de- 
signed to stabilize the emotionally 
handicapped ticraon. If It works 
here, the plan will be used In other 
cities." 

The day Is pa.it when ths Good- 
will stmt hnd to sell Its own desks 
on a Saturday to meet tho payroll, 
but Mrs. Poster Is glad to have been 
a part of .those hectic years. 

She no 'lonBer pcrsbrially helps 
sort discarded clothing nor 'serves 
08 a salesman In tho stores where 
the refurbished products are dls- 
played. But she did In ths earlv 
days when she and tho Lytles were 
the entire, staff, an;) they worked 
from a local church for which Dr.
